stroyed her kidneys, the fami- 
ly has had to face a series of 
medical crises. At times, it 
looked like Marion might not 
even survive. 


In addition to the illness, 


there have been whopping 
medical 
bills 
which come 


about from one of the mostly 
types of continuing medical 
care— chronic dialysis. 


Marion must go to Mil- 


waukee two days a week to 
receive six-hour dialysis treat- 


ments which cleanse her blood 
of impurities and accumulated 
fluids. 


Although she had a kidney 


transplant in March, 1970, her 
system rejected it and doctors 
decided they would remove it 
and her two diseased kidneys. 
Since then, no suitable kid- 
neys have become available 


so Mrs. Gundrum continues 
her treatments at Milwaukee 
County General Hospital. 


Gundrum estimates the cost 


of his wife's medical care to 
date at $70,000 to $75,000, but 
he doesn't like to dwell on the
